Whatever makes glad the heart 
of our thriving little neighbor, 
Jeffersonville, sends a correspond- 
ing thrill of joy up and down 
Louisville's spinal column. She 
is greatly elated over the discov- 
ery of natural gas at her doors, 
and a small-sized boom is begin- 
ing to fill her mental eye. Jeffer- 
sonville must not become unduly 
excited. So far the prospects are 
medium, but there's many a slip 
betwixt a natural gas well and a 
fortune. The capacity of this 
wonderful well has been quoted at 
one hundred thousand feet. Have 
the excited stock holders stopped 
long enough to calculate how 
really small an out put that is ? 
The Economic Heating company 
have bpen sinking wells down in 
Meade county, Ky. They, too, 
have struck gas in quantities far 
exceeding that of Jefferson- 
ville. More than one million feet 
ot gas was produced, but not less 
than ten million feet would an- 
swer their purpose. Unless the 
Jeffersonville company can strike 
gas in larger quantities, and se- 
cure a continuous flow, the find 
will not be worth the bole that is 
drilled in the ground. 

The Commercial hopes that the 
discovery is all that the reporters 
are iu.magining it to be. If Jef- 
fersonville has natural gas to 
spare, what is to prevent Louis- 
lille from sharing her good for- 
une? If we can not get it any 
ther way we will be in favor of 
inging it over in jugs.

The New York Tribune says 
that a paper was read at the 
recent New York Scientists Con- 
vention by George F. Kuntz, expert 
for Tiffany & Co., entitled “Is 
tnere a Diamond Field in Ken- 
tucky ?” The paper is as follows : 

“The great similarity of the 
peridotite of Elliott county, Ken- 
tucky, to that of South African 
diamond fields has attracted con- 
siderable attention and hundreds 
of prospectors, moved by ‘interest- 
ing probabilities,' have visited the 
region in search of gems and pre- 
cious metals. In May 1885, when 
the peridotite of Kentucky was 
studied in the field, the character 
of the diamond-bearing rock in 
South Africa was not yet fully 
understood, and consequently no 
search was made at the time for 
diamonds. Recent developments, 
however, rendered it desirable 
that they should be intelligently 
sought for, and upon the invita- 
tion ol Mr. J. R. Proctor, the State 
Geologist of Kentucky, we were 
sent by Major J. W. Powell, the 
director of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, to make the in- 
vestigation. 

“Our plan was to search by 
sifting and carefully panning the 
stream beds, receiving the drain- 
age directly from the surface of 
the peridotite, and to enlist the 
services of the people in the 
neighborhood to scrutinize the 
steep slopes where gems weather- 
ed out of the peridotite might lie 
exposed. Particular attention 
was directed also to the examina- 
tion of the solid rock and residuary 
deposits, which so closelv resem- 
ble the diainentiferous material of 
the South African mines. 

“During a careful search over a 
small area for nearly two days, no 
diamonds were found; but this by 
no means demonstrates that dia- 
monds may not yet be discovered 
there. The remarkable similarity 
between the peridotite of Ken- 
tucky and that ot Kimberly and 
other diamond mines of South 
Africa is very striking, and when 
this alone is considered, the proba- 
bility of finding diamonds in Ken- 
tucky seem correspondingly great. 
But when we reflect that the 
carbonaceous shale and not the 
peridotite itself is the source of 
the carbon out of which the dia- 
mond is formed, and that the shale 
iu Kentucky is much poorer iu 
carbon than that of the South 
African mines, the probability of 
finding diamonds there is propor- 
tionally diminished.”

they call free trade. The World made 
a conclusive answer to this when it 
recalled the circumstances that during 
all these years of overwhelming Dem- 
ocratic majorities in Kentucky the 
tariff issue was even more pronounced 
titan it allowed itself in the canvass 
just ended. Another set of thorists 
would ascribe the fnlling off iu the 
vote to a feeling of dissatisfaction with 
(tie President. This Is equally an 
error with the other. Tire Kentucky 
Democrats discharged their displeasure 
with the President of their State con- 
vention and platform resolution, and 
having doue this, as a matter of jus- 
tice to themselves, they thought little 
more about it. In a general way they 
like the President well enough — es- 
pecially what they conceive his inten- 
tions. I don’t think, directly, Ihe Ad- | 
ministration lost us many, if any, 
votes. It simply made us none. It 
would be perhaps fairer to say that it 
cut little figure either way. 

“ ‘To w bat, then, do you ascribe the 
loss?’ 

“ 'To a variety of causes. For many 
years, in Kentucky and elsewhere, 
great masses of nten who have no 
special affinity, have been voting aud 
acting together ou account of some 
single issue or pressure. As these ex- 
ceptional influences are weakened 
those whom they held begin to tali 
away, seek their natural belonging. 
Commonly (heir first step in this direc- 
tion Is not to vote at all. In the Soulli 
the tendency works against the Demo- 
crats ; in Ihe North agninst the Repub- 
licans. Where lliere is an overwhelm- 
ing majority there is likely to be a 
lack of friction or a laxity of organiza- 
; tion. This was notably in 1 lie late 
Kentucky canvass. The Democrats 
' were on dress parade. The Jtepubli- 
j cans felt that, deprived of Federal 
offices, it was a “ground-hog case."' 
They thought they might catch a 
weasel asleep aud they very ucarly 
did.’

Origin of a IV editing Custom That Ha* In. 
▼aded Mauy Lands. 

Throwing an old slipper after a bride 
nnd bridegroom when starting on thoir 
honeymoon is supposed to have taken 
its origin from a Jewish custom, and 
signifies the obedience of the wife as 
well as the supreniacy*of the husband, 
A shoe is thrown for luck on other oc- 
casions besides » marriage. Ben John- 
son says: 

“Hurt after me on oil shoo 
Tit be merry, whatever I do.” 

It is related that many years ago, when 
lotteries were permited, the custom of 
throwing a shoe taken from the left 
foot, after persons were practiced for 
good luck. This custom has existed 
in Norfolk and other counties from 
time immemorial, not only at wed- 
dings, bnt on all occasions where 
good lnck is required. A cal tie 
dealer required his wife to “trail her 
left shoe after him” when hi started 
for Norwich to purchase a lottery 
tickeL As he drove off on his errand 
he looked round to see if his wife had 
performed the charm, and received the 
shoe in his face with such force as to 
black his eyes. Ho went and bought 
his ticket, which which turned up a 
prize of six hundred pounds, and he 
always attributed his lnck to the extra 
dose of shoe which he got. The cus- 
tom, as it originally existed, is dying 
ont, for, whereas otir forefat hers threw 
old shoes after the wedding equipage, 
we, in this more luxurious age, pur- 
chase new white satin slippers for the 
purpose. The origin of this custom 
may be traced from the words In 
Psahn cviii.: "Over Edom will I cast 
out my shoe,” meaning thereby that 
success should nttend the methods 
used to subdue the Edomites. It is 
not unlikely, therefore, that the super- 
stitious custom has arisen from this 
construction of these words .
